The Tymnny ofGood 
Intentions 

Reviewed by Peter Brimelow 

"Americans are no longer 
secure in law - the justice system no 
longer seeks truth and prosecutors are 
untroubled by wrongful convictions," 
says Paul Craig Roberts 

Roberts, with coauthor 
Lawrence M. Stratton, a lawyer, 
recently published The Tyranny of Good 
Intentions: How Prosecutors and 

Bureaucrats Are Trampling the 
Constitution in the Name of Justice 
(Forum, $25), which blamesthe Reagan 
and [first] Bush administrations' wars on 
crime and drugs. In particular he 
blamesthe near-sextupling of assistant 
U.S. attorneys in the early 1980s for a 
fatal dilution in prosecutorial standards. 
The prosecutions are not making the 
country safer for the law-a biding. They 
are making it more dangerous. 

Historically, Roberts argues, 
Americans enjoyed the protection of 
what were termed 'the Rights of 
Englishmen" by 18th-century jurist Sir 
William Blackstone, whose 

Commentaries on the Laws of England 
was a bestseller in the 13 colonies The 
broadest of these was the right to due 
process. That meant punishment based 
on laws and evidence rather than, as 
has been the case in much of human 
history and is still the case in much of 
the world, a dictator's fiat. A related 
notion is that there should be no bills of 
attainder, legislation designed to 
criminalize a specific individual. 

Other rights: to have the 
confidential assistance of an attorney; 
to confront adverse witnesses; to be 
protected from self-incrimination; to 
demand that the prosecution prove 


not just an evil deed but an evil 
intention (called mensrea ); and to be 
protected from retroactive laws. 
Another English concept was that the 
government should not go after 
people by making arbitrary attackson 
their property. 

Mostofthese protections were 
enshrined in our Bill of Rights. And yet 
most have been steadily eroded, 
Roberts maintains 'They can seize 
anyone, and any property, at any 
time," he says of today's law 
enforcement agencies. For example, 
civil cases are now often criminalized, 
through "novel theories" of the law 
invented by prosecutors to target 
specific defendants-very much like a 
bill of attainder. Plea bargains, 
traditionally frowned on by English 
courts because of possible coercion, 
now conclude 90% to 95% of federal 
criminal cases. Prosecutors pile on 
indictments -- in effect, torturing the 
defendant - and, in the absence of a 
court test, reduce the necessity for 
careful, or even honest, police work. 
The typical newspaper crime story 
reports: "If convicted on all counts, so- 
and-so would be subject to a 
sentence of 120 years." By throwing a 
statute book at a defendant, the 
prosecutor can blackmail the culprit 
(or an innocent person) into a plea 
bargain. 

In the old days punishments 
were harsh, but they were not 
arbitrary. You could be hanged for 
stealing a sheep, but you would not 
also be charged with conspiracy to 
commit sheep stealing, willful evasion 
of taxes on stolen sheep and 


diminishing the civil rights of the sheep 
owner. Attacks on property? Asset 
forfeiture, a imed at drug dealers when 
radically extended by Congress in 
1984 but now covering 140 other 
offenses, allows seizure on "probable 
cause" i.e., at the discretion of police 
and prosecutors. Proceeds go to the 
seizing agency, creating a corrupting 
motive. 

This erosion of Americans' 
historic protections has already 
caused some public scandal. The 
spectacle of innocents losing homes, 
boats and other property because 
tenants, customers and even 
passersby were using drugs caused 
House J udiciary Chairman Henry Hyde 
to introduce legislation this year 
attempting to rein in forfeiture. Roberts 
himself got interested when he began 
writing about the Wenatchee, Wash, 
child sex-abuse case, one of several 
curious Salem-witch-trial episodes in 
which numbers of adults have been 
convicted on the word of children 
seized and coaxed by investigators 
into testifying to imagined events 

Much of the erosion of historic 
protections is in the area of white- 
collar crime involving less than 
universally loved corporations and 
businesspeople. Extreme punishments 
are meted out to people involved in 
essentially civil disputes with the 
government. What we have at work is 
an unholy alliance between business- 
hating liberals and crime-hating 
conservatives. Roberts says that the 
Clinton Administration Justice 
Department has even introduced a 
sort of affirmative action to law 







enforcement, demanding quotas of 
white-collar prosecutions. 

The results, as laid out by 
Roberts, are certainly disturbing. 
Savings and loan financier Charles H. 
Keating Jr. was convicted of 
employing fraudulent bond salesmen, 
even though there was no evidence 
he knew of their activities, and the 
crime was not on the books when he 
supposedly committed it. His 
conviction was overturned on 
constitutional grounds after he served 
4 1/2 years in jail. Washington lawyer 
Clark Clifford, then in his 80s, was 
indicted forallegedlyaccepting bribes 
in his role as chairman of First 
American Bankshares. His personal 
assets were frozen. The case against 
Clifford was dropped when his partner 
was acquitted. Exxon Corp. faced 
cleanup costs and civil tort damages 
after the Exxon Valdez oil spill, but it 
wasalso indicted for intentionally killing 
migratory birds without a hunting 
license and dumping refuse without a 
permit. This "novel theory" allowed the 
Bush Administration to bring criminal 
charges, which carry massively higher 
penalties. "Despite the absurdity of the 
charges," notes Roberts, "Exxon lacked 
the confidence in ourcrumbling justice 
system to go to trial." It settled for a 
$125 million fine. 

The conservative 

establishment has greeted Robert's 
apostasy with a stricken silence. His 
book has not yet been reviewed in the 
Wall Street Journal or National Review 
magazine, despite his long connection 
with both. 

'This is something that must 
eventually surface as an issue with 
conservatives," says Walter Olson, 
editor of Overlawyered.com, a legal- 
reform Web site. "He's right that 
criminal law, in certain narrow areas, 
has been made a vehicle for 
extortion," says Edwin R. Jagels, a 
famously aggressive district attorney in 
Kem County, Calif. But Jagels rejects 
the idea of widespread prosecutorial 
misconduct a nd sees no alternative to 
plea bargains, given crowded 
dockets. J ustice Stephen J. Markman 
of the Michigan Supreme Court 
concurs, but adds: 'The ultimate 
responsibility lies with Congress and its 
penchant for overly broad criminal 
statutes." 


Roberts is unyielding. 'They 
may have dented crime," he says of 
his former conservative allies, 'but 
they've dented justice, too." With 
sweeping criminal laws the prosecutor 
can find some technical charge to 
hang on just a bout anybody.

Brendan Byrne (D) the 
Pinelands was put under the federal 
National Park Service as a National 
Preserve. The State of N.J. was 
required by the NPS to form a 15 
person Commission, one of whom is a 
NPSemployee. 

Now Gov. James McGreevey 
(D) hasappointed formergovemorj im 
Florio (D) chairman of the Commission. 
(Remember as governor 1989-1993

Officials at FBI probed, 
le warded

FBI executives received cash 
bonuses and promotions while under 
investigation for suspected 
misconduct during the August 1992 
standoff at Ruby Ridge, Idaho, that 
claimed three lives. 

The bonuses and promotions 
went to former FBI Deputy Director 
Larry A. Potts, later demoted and 
suspended for improper oversight of 
the deadly siege; and E. Michael 
Kahoe, a senior FBI executive 
sentenced to prison for destroying a 
critical Ruby Ridge document. 

Other cash awards and 
promotions went to Danny O. Coulson, 
former deputy assistant to Potts; and 
FBI executives Charles Mathews, 
Robert E. Walsh and Van A. Flarp, 
accused of not conducting proper 
investigations to determine what 
happened at Ruby Ridge. 

'While a presumption of 
innocence is usually appropriate while 
a subject is under investigation, 
rewarding a subject who islaterfound 
to have committed misconduct can 
result in adverse consequences," an 
FBI IG report said. 'The FBI should be 


mindful of the message it sends to 
both the investigators in a particular 
case and the rest of the FBI [Ed.: the 
public be damned] when subjects of 
an investigation are promoted or 
receive bonusesora wards while under 
investigation." 

The report cone luded that the 
FBI "suffered and still suffers from a 
strong, and not unreasonable, 
perception among employees that a 
double standard exists [between 
punishment handed out to lower and 
higherranking agents]." 

In the Ruby Ridge case, Vicki 
Weaverwaskilled Aug. 22, 1992, by FBI 
sniper Lon Horiuchi. Fie was acting on 
shoot-on-sight orders. 

Potts and Coulson, who 
directed the siege from Washington, 
denied ordering changes in the 
bureau's deadly-force policy. But 
Eugene F. Glenn, who headed the Salt 
Lake City office and was the on-site 
commander at Ruby Ridge, and 
Richard Rogers, head of the FBI's 
hostage-rescue team, have disputed 
the claimsof Pottsand Coulson. 

Among the FBI executives 
named in the report, only Kahoe was 
found guilty of any wrongdoing. 
Several were recommended for 
suspension or demotion, but only 
letters of censure were ever issued. 

Despite Potts' receipt in 
January 1995 of a letter of censure he 
was named deputy director in May 
1995. 

Coulson was promoted to 
agent-in-charge in Baltimore while still 
a foe us of the FBI's internal Ruby Ridge 
investigation. He was given a cash 
award of $5,590 in November 1993, 
although the investigation remained 
active. He later received a letter of 
censure for his role in the standoff. 

Walsh received a cash award 
of 5 percent of his salary while under 
investigation by the Justice 
Department's Office of Professional 
Responsibility (OPR) in the Ruby Ridge 
matter. He was named agent-in- 
charge of the FBI's San Francisco field 
office in 1996 while he was the foe us of 
a separate criminal probe of Ruby 
Ridge by U.S. Attorney Michael Stiles in 
Philadelphia. 

FBI Director Louis J. Freeh 
asked the OPR and Stiles about the 
promotion, and the OPR did not 
object, Mr. Stiles dec lined comment. 

Harp, now head of the 
Washington field office, was named 


agent-in-charge in Cleveland after 
OPR began an inquiry into the 
inadequacy of his after-the-fact Ruby 
Ridge probe. The IG's report said Freeh 
was aware of the investigation and its 
scope. 

In addition, Harp was given a 
cash bonus of $8,099 in 1997 while 
under investigation in the Ruby Ridge 
matter and a $14,208 bonus in 1998 
while that inquiry continued and a 
separate probe began into his role in 
the receipt of travel reimbursements 
by FBI senior executives to attend a 
1997 retirement party for Potts. 

Walsh and Harp had been 
assigned to investigate accusations of 
misconduct by the government in the 
Ruby Ridge matter. The OPR later said 
they avoided uncovering the full truth 
to protect Pottsand Coulson. 

Mathews was promoted to the 
FBI's Senior Executive Service (SES) in 
July 1995 after the OPR had begun its 
investigation into accusations that a 
separate internal Ruby Ridge inquiry 
he headed was inadequate. 
Mathews, who served as a top 
assistant to Mr. Coulson in Portland, 
Ore., from 1988 to 1990, was promoted 
to agent-in-charge in New Orleans in 
1997 while the OPR investigation 
continued. Mathews was assigned to 
find outwhat, if any, disciplinary action 
should be taken against FBI personnel 
involved in the Ruby Ridge incident. His 
report recommended discipline for 
several agents at the scene, but did 
not contain any recommendations for 
discipline for Potts or Coulson. 

Kahoe got a cash award of 
$7,126 in 1993 during the initial Ruby 
Ridge investigation and was named 
agent-in-charge in J acksonville, Fla., in 
1994 while still under investigation. He 
pleaded guilty in October 1996 to 
obstruction of justice and was 
sentenced to 18 months in prison for 
destroying a November 1992 after¬ 
action report that referred to 
"problems" in the FBI's conduct during 
the Weaver siege. The document had 
been sought by federal prosecutors in 
Idaho, butwasnevermade available.

Regarding phone inquiries 
from alleged BATF or FBI agents or 
local cops in re firearm possession: 

1. Ask for name, agency 
identification number (every agency 
uses something, badge number, etc), 
and telephone number. If they won't 
give them, tell the caller to have his 
supervisorcall and hang up. 

2. Once you get the identity 
data, tell the caller you will verify their 
identity with the 911 operator. Then 
call 911 (all calls are recorded) and 
report the incident asking them to 
verify that the caller is not a hoaxer or 
to notify the appropriate agency if it is 
a hoax. 

2. If the caller's bona fides 
are verified by the 911 operator, you 
can decide whether or not to contact 
an attorney. If you do, he or she (not 
you, the client) will most likely call the 
agent back and say you'll be happy to 
respond to a valid subpoena or 
warrant but not to participate in this 
fishing expedition. On the other hand, 
if you decide to let them see/testyour 
firearm, make certain your attorney 
negotiates the circumstances of its 
prompt return FIRSF Have the agency 
(through a higher up) promise to return 
it immediately after the test, agree to 
repair or compensate you for any 
damage, and to pay your attorney 
fees and costs if you have to demand 
or sue for its return. 

3. Cooperation without an 
attorney representing you is simply too 
dangerous in view of police agencies 
recent record of false testimony, false 
evidence, false affidavits to courts, 
etc. They simply cannot be trusted.

Bryan Miller of Ceasefire NJ is 
NOTa man you can rely on for honest, 
accurate information.

#jur] lists ten other categories of 
consumer products specifically 
excluded from their jurisdiction: 

automobiles and other on-road 
vehicles, tires, boats, alcohol,

cosmetics, pesticides, and medical 

devices. I pointed out that falsehood 
to Miller on July 12 of this year. He 
replied that he didn't know the website 
said that. It is now 4 months later and 
the falsehood remains on his website. 
You've heard the adage 'When you 
say something false, that's a mistake.

Miller's website claims "An 
American child is killed with a gun 
every two hours." That statement is 
false.

3800 people age 0-19 killed each year 
with firearms Nearly half those (47%) 
were ages 18-19 and therefore NOT 
children. I pointed thatoutto Milleron 
July 12. His reply was 'That's YOUR 
opinion of whether or not they're 
children." Ladies and Gentlemen, 18 
year olds can vote, join the military, 
and stand trial as adults; children 
cannot. It's not merely MY opinion that 
18-19 year olds are not children. But 
counting them as children IS a 
convenient lie if you're trying, as Miller 
is, to fabricate an alarming sounding 
factoid a bout firearm deaths. 

Disregarding Bryan Miller's lies, 
and using the C DC's numbers, you can 
see that the number of children killed 
by firearms has been declining since its 
peak in 1994.

How many children age 0-17 
died by firearm in New J ersey in 1999? 




50? 100? 150? ELEVEN!! Versus 75 by 
motor vehicle. From 1990 to 1999, New 
J ersey had an AVERAGE of 27 killed by 
firearms TWENTY-SEVEN. That 
comparesto 89 by motorvehicle. 

Bryan Miller's website keeps 
invoking "children" and "child safety" 
whenever talking about the "smart" 
gun bill. There's no way to tell how 
many New Jersey children were killed 
by handguns in the hands of 
'Unauthorized" users. For homicides 
and accidents, you don't know if the 
shooter was an "authorized" user or 
not. But we do know that suicides by 
handgun among under-21's were 
unauthorized. Under-21's aren't 
allowed to own or possess handguns.

Bug Out Bag

Even if you are a full blown 
militiaman with LBEand ALICE gear at 
the ready, you need a Bug Out Bag - 
a 72 Hour Kit - ready to go in an 
insta nt. 

The Bug Out Bag includes 
enough to sustain you should you be 
forced from your home in an 
emergency, such as hurricanes, ice 
storms, flood, fires, ... and in perilous 
times, being evacuated due to 
biological or chemical attack, martial 
law, or being hunted for political 
"crimes" like carrying a Bible onto 
"government" property orspeaking out 
against the New World Order. 


I'm personally opposed to the 
idea of buying a ready made 'kit." 
Each of us is different and our 
surroundings are different. Some of 
you may live in a rural area. I happen 
to live in a city. Those of us in cities 
can concentrate more on having 
water purification devices, personal 
security items (to ward off potential 
looters) and lighting / communications 
etc. Those who live in a rural setting 
would have to concentrate on shelter 
and itemsto help in foraging. 

The important thing is that you 
actually put your Bug Out Bag 
togetherNOW. Even if you don't have 
everything, pack what you have and 
begin checking things off your list. 
Then, on your next trip to wallyworld or 
sarge's army - navy surplus, buy some 
more items. Soon you'll have a 
custom made kit that may very well 
save yourlife some day. 

Here's a short list of the things 
thatare necessary: 

1) Food: Having 3 days worth 
of a variety of food that you are 
familiar with is a necessity. I've seen 
people buy Mountainhouse freeze 
dried food orMREs(MealsRejected by 
Everybody - I mean Meals Ready to 
Eat) and they've never tried it. 
Imagine being in stressful conditions 
and trying to eat food that you found 
distasteful. Peanut butter is a great 
source of protein, and crackers can 
be put into a small plastic container. 
Oatmeal comes in small packets and 
you just add hot water. Granola bars 
and some of the quick energy bars a re 
worth considering. I've learned how 
to eat beef jerky -- but don't assume 
that you will eat it just because times 
get rough. 

2) Clothing: Every season 
you'll be changing your wardrobe in 
yourbag. Extra socksand underwear 
should be of prime importance. You 
could wear the same outer clothes for 
a couple of days but, you'd begin to 
hate yourself without at leastchanging 
your underwear at LEAST once every 
twenty four hours under those 
c ircumsta nces. 


3) Water Water actually 
belongs at the top of the list. And 
water purification tablets are a must. 
Realistically you cannot carry a lot of 
water but, you do want to take at 
least two quart containers Containers 
and water purification materials will 
insure that you can keep going. 

4) Toiletries - I put a comb, 
toothbrush, disposable razor, some 
alcohol, toe nail clippers, dental floss, 
foot powder, cotton swabs and toilet 
pa per into a plastic container and that 
portion of the kit is complete. But 
don't forget any special items that 
might be specific to you (for instance 
ladies wouldn't want to leave home 
without female hygiene products that I 
can'tdescribe in mixed company). 

5) Survival supplies: I have at 
least three sourcesof heat and light in 
my kit: candles, flashlight, glowsticks; 
matches, hand warmers, survival fire 
starter (flint and steel - your matches 
won't work if they get wet). A piece 
of plastic a bout the size of a bed sheet 
can be used as a ground cover and 
protect you from insects, the cold, etc. 
Survival blankets and gloves in the 
winter-time are things you'll never 
regret carrying. The 15 function Swiss 
Amy knife is a must. If you might be 
near a rural setting, fishing gear, snare 
wire and traps a re well advised. And 
don't forget the 550 cord (100ft). 
Separate your gear into categories 
(like the list) and pack each category 
of items in waterproof plastic bags. 

6) First a id kit. I carry Tylenol, 
Imodium (diarrhea is common in 
stressful environments), insect 
repellant, band aids, alcohol swabs, 
bandagesand tweezers (for removing 
ticks). Spare glasses if you wear 'em 
are a good idea too. 

Much of the rest of this stuff is 
limited only to your needs and 
imagination. An ideal weight isabout 
35 pounds and yourbag should have 
the ability to be carried like a tool bag 
or on your shoulder. The most 
important thing is that you begin 
putting your Bug Out Bag together. 
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
